Joseph Smith's Army Marches In- 


to Missouri and Back Again. 


How many people of this generation 


know that a Mormon army once 
marebeil across Ohio, Indiana and Illi- 
nois? That it set forth in the fanati- 
cism of the crusader, breathing' ven- 
geance and the punishment of the sword 
against its enemies? That it came to 
an inglorious halt, and calmly crawled 
out of action through a timely "revela- 
tion" of its leader? Yet all this was 
fact half a century ago. It was a 
motley collection. In arms, (Jress, 
military skill and generalship it was a 
Falstaffian army, except that its rank 
and file were terribly in earnest and 
ready to go anywhere and do anything 
that its leaders commanded. In 1830, 
while Mormonism was growing a.little 
toward its after strength in New York 
State and at Kirtland, four mission- 
aries, let by Parlay Pratt and O. Cow- 
dry, were sent, tinder a special revela- 
tion had by Joseph Smith, to preach to 
the Indians of tho West. On the road 
between Ohio and Missouri they,tried 
their bands on several Indian tribes, 
but with such poor success that they 
did not long tarry by the way. Late in 
tho fall they reached the western line 
of tixe State of Missouri, with the inten- 
tion of proceeding into the Indian 
country, but were stopped by the agents 
of the General Government uncjer the 
National law preventing the whites 
from trading or selling in the Indian 
Territory. 
They settled in the town of Independ- 


ence, where they remained dttring the 
winter, preaching Mormonism and 
paying especial attention to the fair sex. 
In ilw spring one of- them returned to 
Kirtland with a flattering account of 
the country to which they had;been 
led. On June 1 Smith assembled all 
his followers and told them that the 
Lord had shown him the promisedland. 
He then designated a number' who 
should go down and possess it. In two 
weeks they were to start, and no mat- 
ter what their private desires or en- 
gagements might be Joseph made a 
point of seeing that they started. 


When they reached Independence, 


after walking from St. Louis, Zion was 
located and laid out. All the cere- 
monies of that occasion, with Smith's 
attendant juggleries, have been fully 
given iu the various books on Mormon- 
ism and need not, be repeated here. 
When it was w*ll tinder way Smith, 
who found life easier in Ohio than in 
Missouri, conveniently had a revelation 
.ordering hita, to go home, leaving his 
dupes to do the rude pioneering portion 
of the scheme alone. On his return be 
was escorted by ten elders. Unless 
one of the latter, W. W. Phelps, was a 
prevaricator of the deepest dye, be was 
given a close view of the devil himself 
—a closer view than most Mormons 
would relish. Tiiat august personage 
was displaying bimseM in a lively man- 
ner on the waters of the Missouri river, 
in a section of the country where he 
has been "raised" a great many times 
since. It was while on that run down 
the river th»t Smith's overweening 
desire to manage everything and be in 
the fore-front of even the details of all 
transactions got him into trouble. He 
insisted on managing the boat himself, 
and run "foul of a sawyer" and gave 
his companions and himself a sever* 
ducking. 


When they reached the shore a gen- 


eral quarrel ensued. Names were called. 
Oowdry was called a fop; Smith and 
Rigdon were charged with being a 
coiiple of cowards. Smith hinted that

he was ready to hurl a, "revelatiop" at 
them, hut on a grim hint from sojiie ol 
the leaders that he might overdo that 
part of the business he discreetly fell 
buck upon his own tongue and made 
that his only weapon. During the 
night a reconciliation was effected, On 
the following morning the prophet 
formally cursed the stream and gave it 
the name of "The 
Kiver of Deptruc- 
tion." He also fitted himself ouf with 
a new revelation to the effect tha^ none 
of the saints should henceforth sail np- 
on its waters. The main body of the 
escort were given orders to go back to 
Ohio on foot, while Smith, Eigdojn and 
Cowdry went by stage. They, took 
what money there was m the party to 
pay tlioir passage home, and directed 
tho rest to beg their way onward. 


In 1833 the people of Missouri drpvt 


the Mormons out of the State. Smith, 
who was atul in Kirtland, saw that he 
must de something,or lose his hold on 
fis followers. He accordingly gave 
himself another revelation to the effect 
that he must raise five hundre^ men 
»nd go down to the rescue of Zion. 
This was on February ^24, 1884. On 
the day following he aef" put in search 
of troops. The manner in whjch he 
preached the latter-day crusade maj 
be imagined from the following, ex- 


Belt to the journey westward. North- 
eastern .Ohio never saw a more gro- 
tesque sight than was furnished when 
this army marched out of Kirtland. 
The members thereof had come in Irom 
various Eastern and Northern States to 
the number of one hundred and nfty, 
which was swollen to two hundred and 
twenty by the addition of others picked 
up farther west. The men were a 
rather beggarly lot. Some who had 
offered themselves were refused be- 
cause they could not furnish weapons 
and show themselves possessed of five 
dollars. Their arms were of a niixed 
character. Some had rifles, some pis- 
tols and others old muskets; a few had 
swords and a number butcher-knives. 
Many weapons were borrowed; others 
bought on time and never paid for, 
and a few made for the purpose in the 
Mormon 
blacksmith 
shops. 
They 


marched down toward Summit County, 
and on the second night encamped at 
New Portage, forty miles from Kirt- 
land and just below Akron. Here they 
were joined by more men. Smith or- 
ganized them into bands of fourteen 
each, and assigned to each band a Cap- 
tain, baggage-wagon and a tent. 


Smith was true to his old self. Be- 


fore they left New Portage he said to 
his men: 
"I have this to propose: 


That you shall appoint a treasurer to 
take charge of whatever money you 
may have with you, and to pay it out 
as our general 'necessities shall re- 
quire." They agreed. Smith was, of 
course, 
named 
as treasurer, and 


elected. He pocketed the cash and or- 
dered the army to move on. Their 
flao- was of white, with the word 
"peace" upon it in letters of red. 
Smith made his men behave themselves 
on the line of march and molest none 
of the people of the country through 
which *hey traveled. They trajmped 
by day and camped at night. 
There 


were twenty baggage wagons in all, 
carrying food, clothing and goods for 
the use of their destitute brethren in 
the West. Each of the band above 
mentioned had its own cook, two lire- 
men, two tent-makers, two watermen, 
one commissary and two wagoners. 
Every night there was a blast on the 
trumpet, at which sound worship was 
held in every tent. In the morning 
this order of exercises was repeated. 
They crossed Ohio and Indiana and the 
first halting-place of which special 
mention is made was at Salt Creek, 
111., where Hyrum Smith joined ;them 
with a reinforcement of twenty men. 


Those who know anything of the 


character of Smith need not be, told 
that he "played" it, so to speak, on 
his dupes at every possible turn and 
feature of the campaign. While the 
majority tramped through mud and 
sand, he had four fine horses for his 
special use. He carried an elegant 
brace of pistols that had been, pur- 
chased on credit, a rifle, and a sword, 
in the use of which he became quite 
expert. He had the usual number of 
revelations. In speaking of his army, 
he alterward said: "Their enemies 
were continually breathing threats of 
violence; the saints did not 
fear, 


neither did they hesitate to prosecute 
their journey, for God was with them, 
and His angels wen- before them, and 
the taith of the little band w* unwa- 
vering. 
We knew that the angels 


were our companions, for 
u>e saw 


them!" On reaching the borders of 
Illinois a large mound or tumulus was 
discovered, and Smith, who had al- 
ways been a searcher for buried money, 
ordered it to be opened. About a fool 
from the top the bones of a human 
skeleton were discovered and taken 
out and laid on a board. 


This gave the theatrical Smith a 


chance to "show himself," so to speak. 
He gathered his men about him and 
made them a .speech. He told them 
all about the old settler who had been 
thus brought to the light of day. 


"He was," &aid Joseph, "aL-amanite, 


a large, thick-set man, and a man of 
God. 
He was a warrior and chieftain 


under the great prophet Omandagus, 
who was known from the hill (Jumorah, 
or Easter sea, to the Rocky mountains. 
His name was Zelph. He was killed 
in battle by the arrow found among his 
ribs, during the last great struggle of 
the Lamanites and Nephites." 


One can not but admire the wonder- 


ful power of Smith as a wholesale liar. 
No season ever found him unprepared. 
No circumstance was too large to take 
advantage of him. No truth was so 
mighty that it could unhorse him or 
put his imagination to shame. 


At Salt creek the army remained in 


camp three days. 
The men were 


drilled in the use of the gun and hword 
Their arms were inspected and put in 
repair. Lyman Wight was made sec- 
ond in command, with the titjle ot 
"fighting general." Smith and Wight 
eacli had an "armor-bearer" who wus 
expected to be in constant attendance 
on his chief. Two companies of jran«- 
ers or sharp-shoofors were organized, 
who were to act as scouts or flankers 
when they should arrive upon the field 
of battle. Hyrum Smith was given 
charge of the battle flag, which he kept, 
constantly unfurled. 


Smith's army did not go "up" Salt 


creek, as subsequent events showed 
would have been 
appropriate, 
but 


marched on toward Missouri. At the 
end of several days a halt was' taken 
and the soldiers ordered to go through 
a sham battle in order to learn mor. 
fully the art of war before engaging 
the 
enemy. 
Four 
divisions , were 


formed and assigned to positions., The 
battle opened on true scientific princi- 
ples, but as the men came to close 
quarters they began to do their work 
on a personal plan, and each fought as 
was the bent of his mind and hte pre- 
vious training. 
Some dodged behind 
trees and fought Indian fashion. Some 
ran away. Some dropped their gnns 
and went back to the old-faahioneoT fist 
fashion. Some noses were tapped and 
one or two men wounded, while a

quently, riding a great deal of the time 
in the baggage wagons, and, as one ol 
his men has since said, "looking as 
though he expected every moment to 
be his last." One 'night they ap- 
proached a large prairie on which 
could be seen no sign of habitation. 
Smith insisted that they must mo?e 
on, or the enemy would attack them 
where they were. 
Wight refused to 


enter the prairie, as the men were 
tired, and no water or wood could Ce 
found for miles ahead. 


"Well," said Smith, "if we can cook 


nothing I will show the men how to 
eat raw pork." 


"I will not go ahead," said Wight. 
"We must go on," said Hyrum 


Smith, the standard-bearer. 
"I know 


by the spirit that it is dangerous to re- 
main here." 


"But I will not go on," said Wight. 


"This is the place where we should re- 
main." 


Finally Smith fell back on his weapon 


of last resort. He had a revelation and 
exclaimed: "Tims saith the Lord God, 
inarch on!" and on they marched^ 


They tramped for fifteen miles, which 


was near the middle of the prairie, and 
encamped beside a muddy pool. Here 
the squabble broke out afresh and 
Smith became especially arrogant. He 
declared: "I know exactly when to 
pray, when to sing, and when to laugh, 
by the spirit of God." 


Wight and his supporters retorted, 


and before morning broke there was 
serious danger of mutiny in the camp. 


Smith, as another safeguard to his 


person, kept an ugly bull dog that was 
especially, cross at night, and had at- 
tempted to bite a number of people. 
One of the captains, who was alsq high 
priest, said to Smith: "If that dog 
ever attempts to bite me I will shaot 
him on the instant." 


"If you continue in that spirit," wai 


the retort, "and do not repent, the dog 
will yet eat your flesh off your bones, 
and you will not have power to resist. 


The row between the twowas contin- 


ued for some time, and, in .fact), was 
not settled until after the return to 
Kirtland, when charges of various 
kindb were made against Smith, He 
underwent a trial at the hands of his 
priests, was artistically whitewashed, 
and allowed to go free. The high priest 
was also tried and found guilty, rtnd in 
order to hold his own in the church was 
compelled to acknowledge that for 
many weeks he had been possessed of 
several devils. The dog, it may be re- 
marked, became too attentive to a senti- 
nel a few nights after the discussion 
between prophet and priest, and re- 
ceived a shot that ended its earthly ca- 
reer. 
Exciting times were just ahead. Ihe 


people were aroused, and made prepa- 
rations to meet the invaders 
''Guns 


were tired in almost all directions 
through the night," says one of the 
party, "and Brother Joseph did not 
sleep much, ii any " When within a 
Cew miles ot Libeity, Clay County, a 
imputation of two trom the mttiii body 
of citi'/.eus called on Smith and asked 
him the meaning ot his warlike array. 
On hi-, response they very decidedly 
warned li'im that any overt act on his 
part would get himself and his, follow- 
•ii-s into trouble. They showed him 
that the people of several counties were 
acting in concert, and that the conse- 
ijueuees ot <uiy action on the part of his 
followers would be upon his own head. 


The prophet saw that the time Imd 


come to hght or back down, and that 
the former course would give, him 
more risk and danger than he had bar- 
gained for. But another course would 
lay him open to the charge from his 
followers that he had disobeyed the 
heavenly outers under which they had 
come forth. He wriggled out ot th« 
usual small end ot the horn. He hail 
an "annex" to his first revelation, 
soon alter the deputation left, which 
declared that they "had been tried 
even as Abraham was tried, and the 
ottering was accepted by the Lord; and 
when Abraham received his reward 
they would receive theirs." In short, 
the war was at an end, and the prom- 
Se of spoliation of their enemies was 
postponed until such time as the case 
it' Abraham was taken up for consid- 
eration. The army of Zion, as Joseph 
'iad called his troops, was disbanded. 
Such as could get home and wished to, 
departed again for the East, but the 
mmn bod) remained and became after- 
ward a part of Nauvoo. Each received 
A formal discharge from General Wight, 
And that was all he did recoh e from 
Smith or any one else. Not a cent ot 
the money that had been given the 
pruphut as treasurer ever saw its way 
back to the pockets of the men whc 
gave it. 


On July 9 Smith and a few of his im- 


mediate ohums started back for Kirt- 
'tuid, going by .stage, and having no 
ack ot menus. It would be a choice 
matter of history if some one had pre- 
-ervi'd a full and truthful account of 
Uio stories he told on reachinghome.—
